THESE PROPOSALS ARE NOT REQUIRED FOR THE PURPOSE OF ORDERLY 


MARKETING OF CITRUS : 


1. ON THE ROAD TO NATIONALIZATION 


The Draft no longer speaks of a “Marketing Board” 
but of a “Citrus Board”. The Citrus Board will not only 
have powers necessary for marketing, but also vast 
powers fever given before to anybody outside of 
Government. One can recognize clearly the very distinct 


imprint of latent nationalization and even confiscation 


in this proposal. If this draft law is not intended to bring 
about this step, why then not call it a Citrus Marketing 
Board instead of a Citrus Board? This ig not @ question 
of name only. Why not have this law confined only to 
those requirements for MARKETING the citrus and 
MARKETING ONLY?

2. RIGHT OF SELF-DEFENCE ABOLISHED 

According to the Draft the Citrus Board will have power 
to enter the grove of any grower, cut his fruit and take 
it away without his permission. This takes away the 


only possibility of the citrus grower to defend himself.

3. RIGHT TO FINE AND CONFISCATE 


According to the Draft, the Citrus Board is empowered

“marketing” body in a sovereighi State where police 
and judicial departments already exist, This dangerous 
precedent, if made into law, would enable restrictive 
powers to be applied in all channels of life.

4. RIGHT OF OWNERSHIP DENIED 


The Draft deprives the orange grower of his fundamental 
right to grant a first mortgage over his property.

6. BOARD WANTS TO TAX YOU 


The Draft gives into other hands than the Government 
powers to tax, even to the point of levying capital taxes 
on the citrus grower.

Shall we allow an appointed 
body to tax away producer's moneys without giving the 
producer the right io accept or refuse to be a member 
in such an organization?

7. ENTRENCHING VESTED INTERESTS 


Despite the public outcry about the proposal to allow 
vested interests to sit on the Board, the new proposal 
does not forbid any interested person or party — 
“intéressant”—to sit on the Board, It goes even further 
and abolishes present provisions, which forbid this very 
thing. In their stead Zhere comes a provision actually 
providing that big “intéressants” may not, but small 
“jntéressants” will be allowed to sit on the Board. The 
Minister shall decide in all cases who is large and who is 
small, but a cooperative group, large or small, may be 
allowed to participate. The principle established here is 
obviously that “intéressants” shall be allowed to sit on 
the Board. (Para. 4 (d) (4) fad /. 


8. THE RIGHT TO EXIST—ONLY TO THE MOST 
POWERFUL 


Heretofore, a cooperative having 2,500 dunams or more 
—and such are many—could pack their citrus together 
and keep both their independence and their identity. 
An independent contractor to whom a cooperative was 
attached but was officially recognized by the Marketing 
Board, was required to have 5,000 dunams. According to 
the Draft, both these qualifications are now eliminated 
and in order to qualify for INDEPENDENCE one must 
now have 15,000 dunams. Therefore, only the largest 


cooperatives in Israel can remain independent. ../Para.

8. FIVE YEARS OF UNDISTURBED RULE 
According to the Draft, these almost self-appointed 
people and their friends who at present control the 
machinery of the various citrus growers’ organizations 
will sit undisturbed in power for five years.

10. RIGHT TO USE TAX FREE MONEY

competition in industry as the other factory owners 
must pay huge taxes.

According to the wording of the Draft the Citrus Board 
shall not only be the exclusive purchasers of packing 
material, but may also decide arbitrarily who shall be 
the supplier. In other words, the Citrus Board will be 
in a preferred position to the Government who must 
ask for public tenders. They will not be subject to any 
restrictions.
